Sophomore Ale Glover, 
freshman Angel Metal, and junior Sydney Hoerr were selected as all-around competitors, while freshman 
Nollie Drenth competed on floor. Sophomore Maryah Huntly was selected a the alternate behind Drenth on 
flor Competition took place Api Sin Minneapolis 


The Univesity of Oklahoma (197-725) and Univesity of Minis (196.600) qualifed for the NCAA 
Championships. Other teams competing atthe Minneapolis Regional included the University of Minnesota 
(196350), University of California (195.700), Souther Utah University (195.150), and San Jose State 
University (193,950), 


Glover completed the night with a 39.075 in the all-around, followed closely by teammates Hoerr and Metcalf 
‘who tallied 38,700 and 38.125, respectively. Glover fell just short of qualifying for the NCAA Championships, 
fishing fourth inthe all-around among those not on qualifying teams, Metcalf took Sth on bas (3.800),

In 2014, sc Hawkeyes were selected for NCAA Regional competition. Sophomore Alie Glover, freshman Angel Metcalf, 
and junior Sydney Hoerr were selected as all-around competitors, while freshman Jordyn Doherty was chosen to 
compete on vault and freshman Molle Drenth competed on floor. Sophomore Maryah Huntley was selected asthe 
altemate behind Orenth on floor, Libby coached junior Sydney Hoert to second team All-Big Ten honors, while Hoer, 
Junior Cin Tanzer and sophomore Ale Glover eared Academic Al-Bg Ten honor. 


LUbby led lowa to its sith-consecutive NCAA postseason appearance, the seventh in he tenure, during he ninth year 
ashead coach in 2013. The Hawkeyes finished sith in the Norman Regional, posting 194.475 nthe regular season, 
lowa clinched the Cy-Hawk Seis, defeating lowa State witha season-best, 196.375-194.575. lowa was the only Bg Ten 
team to down Minnesota, the regular season Big Ten Co- Champions. The Hawkeyes beat the Gophers, 195,725-195.550, 


Under Libby's guidance, lowa finshed its 2013 homestand undefeated. The Hawkeyes recorded thir highest-ever average home attendance (1,414), drawing 
season-high 2,303 fans against lowa State, lowa found sucess off the floor as well, as four GymHawks, Sydney Hoer, Emma Stevenson, Kaitlyn Urano and 
Emma Willis, recived Academic All-Big Ten honors. 


In 2012, the Hawkeyes rished the season ranked 26th nationally, the highest nish since 2004, Libby coached Tesla Cx to second team A-Big Ten honors and 
Emma Stevenson to the Big Ten Al-Championship Team, The Hawheyes hosted the Bg Ten Championships drawing a season-high attendance figure of 161 
Stevenson sored a 9.875 onthe lar exercise, andlowafinished seventh asa team. Libby led the Havvkeyes toa fith-consecutive NCAA postseason appearance 
lowa posted 194.600 and finshed ith atthe Seattle Regional. 


The Hawkeyes ried the streak to fourtaight NCAA appearances in 2011 wth a fit place fish atthe Corals Regional. This coming after a sixth place 
finish atthe Big Ten Championships, and an overall season record of TT. Libby coached thre Al-Big Ten selections in Rebecca Simbhuds, Houry Gebeshian 
and Jessa Hansen, Simbhudas and Gebesian also made individual appearances a the NCAA Championships as imbudas was named North Central Region 
Gymmastofthe Yea.
